His Agents Urge Uprising 
of the Natives. 


Dictator Himself Tries to Revive 
Interest at Marianao. 


Mindanao in Cumplete Control 
of the Insurgents. 


|RIOS HAD SEVERAL BATTLES. 


Spanish Forces Defeated With Se- 
vere Losses—Zambo Evacu- 
ated-—The Peace Envoys Dodg- 
ing Gen. Luna—Need of Forces. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

MANILA, May 26.—fExclusive Dis- 
patch.] The steamship Leon XIII, 
which transported the Twenty-third 
Infantry to Jolo, in the Sulu archi- 
pelago, has returned with the Span- 
ish garrison stationed there. She 
reports that the American oeccupa- 
tiom was pe«cefs!. This is the first 
time, except temporarily in the war 
with Tripoli and Algiers, that the 
United States flag has floated over a 
Mohammedan population. 

The Leon XIII also reports the 
death of the Spanish general, Mon- 
tero, from the effects of wounds re- 
ceived in the recent fighting at Bal. 
lomero. 


Aguinaldo is visiting Marianao, 
where he has endeavored to revive 
the flagging insurrection in Cavite 
province. 


Gen. Rios, the Spanish commander 
in the Philippines, who returned to- 
day, denies the rumors of his set- 
tlement with the Filipinos for the 
liberation of the Spanish prisoners 
by depositing $3,000,000, payable 
when peace is declared. 

Aguinaldo’s commissioners, who 
are returning with the report of 
their negotiations with the Ameri- 
can commissioners at Manila, 
learned on reaching San Fernando 
yesterday that Gen. Luna had ar- 
rested and imprisoned the previous 
envoys. They decided to take no 
chances and returned to Calumpit, 
from which point they proceeded 
up the river on a United States gun- 
boat. They will return to Aguin- 
aldo’s headquarters via Candaba. 

Maj. Boxton’s battalion of the 
First California Regiment left for 
Negros last night to assist in quell- 
ing the uprisings in the southern. 
part of that island and on the west 
coast of Cebu. Both of these isl- 
ands had been occupied by the 
Americans without opposition, buat 
recently emissaries from Aguinaldo 
have been urging the natives to re- 
volt. 


INSURGENTS CONTROL MINDANAO. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TG THE TIMES.} 

MANILA, May 26.—[Exclusive Dis- 
patch.) The insurgents are now-~in 
complete control of Mindanao, the 
second in size of the Philippine Isl- 
ands The Spanish have evacuated 
Zamboanga, their last stronghold on 
the island, and the chief town of 
Mindanao. They arrived in Manila 
today. 

Zamboanga had been besieged by 
the rebels for months, and the small 
Spanish garrison was’ reduced to 
hard straits. Gen. Rios, the lIast 
Spanish Captain-General of the Phil- 
ippines, took command of the force 
personally. Within the last few 
weeks he has had several severe 
battles with the inaurgents, the 
Spanish being defeated wth severe 
losses. The entire force, reduced to 
120 officers and 431 men, retired to 
the transports sent to their relief 
from Manila, arriving here today. 

It is announced here that a naval 
force will be sent to take possession 
of Zamboanga on behalf of the 
United States. 

SPANIARDS HAD FIGHT. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGNT REPOKT. } 

ADRID, May 26.—The Minister of 

ar, Gen. Polavieja, has received a 
dispatch announcing the evacuation of 
Zamboanga, Island of Mindanao, by 


further said that the Spaniards had de-

SAILED FOR SPAIN. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

MANILA, May 27, 10:25 a.m.—The 
Spanish steamer Leon XIII landed the 
Twenty-third Regiment on the Island 
of Jolo and took on board the Spanish 
garrison, the Americans paying the 
Spaniards the usual honors. The 
steamer then proceeded to Zamboanga. 


The troops there were put aboard tht | 
| Leon XIII, the Puerto Rico, the Uran 


and Dos Hermanos, and the three last 
named sailed for Spain. The insurgents 
agreed not to molest the Spaniards 
during the evacuation. 

The Leon XIII entered Manila Har- 
bor im the evening with her flags flying 
at half-mast in honor of the memory 


uf “Gen. Montero, and with the offi- | 


cers of the garrison and their families 
on board. The insurgents, it is re- 
ported, were in possession of Zam- 
boanga when the Spaniards left, and 
it will be necessary for the Americans 
to capture the place. 

AS RIOS REPORTS IT. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

MADRID, May 26.—Following is the 
full text of the dispatch which was 
sent by Gen. Rios, the Spanish military 
representative in the Philippines, from 
Manila: 

“Arrived here on board the Leon 
XIII. The occupation of the island of 
Jolo by the Americans was effected 
without special incident. The Ameri- 
can warships saluted our flag with 
twenty-one guns when it was lowered. 

“The Filipino batteries at Zam- 
boanga, Island of Mindanao, continued 
to shell the town and the port, caus- 
ing losses in our garrison, bnt finally, 
after a lively attack by the Spaniards, 
the insurgents fled. They suffered nu- 
merous losses. Our logses were two 
officers and three soldiers killed, and 
nineteen soldiers wounded. 

“One company of our troops. at- 
tacked a battery, which the enemy then 
abandoned. After this reverse the in- 
surgents declared theirt adhesion to 
Spain and suspended hostilities. The 
evacuation of Zamboanga was accom- 
plished in the most orderly way. In 
\spite of a violent storm, which caused 
the loss of several boats, and’ the 
stranding of the steamer Porto Rico 
on the enemy’s coast, every one was 
safely embarked. 

“Two American warships were placed 
at my disposal by the admiral, but we 
did not need them. The Spanish flag 
was saluted by the guns of the Ameri- 
can ships. 

“If the Minister for War does not or- 
der to the contrary, I shall sail for 
Spain on board the P. de Satrustegui.” 

The Cabinet has approved the plans 
of Gen. Rios. 


WANT THE HEROES. 


Washington and Oregon Troops May 
Be Sent Directly Home, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REVPORT.} 

WASHINGTON, May 26.—The Secre- 
tary_of War today sent the following 
message to Gen. Otis: 

“Many petitions are received to 
have Washington and Oregon troops 
sent direct to Puget Sound and Port- 
land. This can be done if the men 
wish it. It will deprive them of the 
$25 to $35 each for travel pay from 
San Francisco. Let a vote be taken 
with this knowledge by the regiments 
and advise me.” 


ANTS EAT MONEY. 


Million Dollars in Paper Saved Only 
by Great Care. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

WASHINGTON, May 26.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Paper money cannot be 
used in the Philippines, for there is a 
variety of ants in the islands which eat 
almost everything, and are particularly 
fond of paper. In a recent shipment of 
money for the troops was $1,000,000 in 
paper money of small denominations. 
Preparations. were being made to send 
more paper in the next shipment, when 


the warning came that hereafter noth- |. 


ing but gold and silver coin must be 
sent to the islands. It was stated that 
ants got into the boxes and attacked 
the packages of bills, which were saved 
from destruction only by the greatest 
care. 

As far as the officials here know, none 
of the money was actually destroyed, 
the damage being probably no more se- 
rious than the eating away of the edges 
of the notes or perhaps making holes 
through some of them. 


LARGER ARMY NEEDED. 


Filipinos Reoccupying Territory 
Once Captured by Americans. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.} 

MANILA, May 26, 7:40 p.m.—[By Ma- 
nila Cable.] The events of the past two 
weeks have emphasized the need of a 
much larger army here, without which, 
according to the best authorities in Ma- 
nila, it would be attempting the im- 
possible to expect to maintain suprem- 
acy in the Philippine Islands. The in- 
adequacy of the American forces is said 
to be responsible for the large loss in 
the number of small encounters with- 
out material results as a compensation. 
Most of the fighting has been in terri- 
tory which the Americans had swept, 
but had been compelled to abandon be- 
cause they could not spare troops to 
hold it. 

The forces commanded by Gens. Mac- 
Arthur and Lawton held two important 
lines of communication and commerce, 
the railroad to San Fernando and the 
Rio Grande River. But much of the 
country they have swept, including the 
scores of the smaller towns and some of 
the larger ones, have been left uncov- 
ered, simply for the want of men to 
hold them, and the insurgents have re- 
turned and are occupying the towns 
which the Americans abandoned, and 
are camping in the jungles and. woods, 
outside the others, on the watch for 


the Spanish garrison. The dispatch

NOTRECALLED 


Rumor About Admiral 
Kautz Refuted. 


He Had Permission to Return 
When Satie to Do So, 


Newark May not Mave to Be 
Sent to Samoa. 


Affairs in the Islands Believed to 
Be in Better Shape—A Third 


Germat rrested—Press Thinks 
America Hay Acted. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES. ] 


NEW YORK, May 26.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch.] A Sun special from Wash- 
ington says reports have been in cir- 
culation today, based on a telegram 
received by the Navy Department yes- 
terday from Rear-Admiral Kautz, who 
will return to this country from Samoa, 
that this government had recalled him 
on account of dissatisfaction with his 
course ait Apia or in writing letters to 
relatives in the United States which 
contained a reference to the German 
Consul-General construed as uncom- 
plimentary. As a matter of fact. Ad- 
miral Kautz is coming home because 
he had discretionary authority to do 
so, and not on account of dissatisfac- 
tion with his conduct. Proof of this 
is contained in the following order to 
the admiral, under which he is about 
to return to the United States: 

“NAVY DEPARTMENT, 
“Washington, March 15, 1899. 

“Sir: When the affairs in Samoa 
Warrant you in so doing, you will re- 
turn to San Francisco with the flag- 
ship Philadelphia, 

“Very respectfully, 

[Signed] “JOHN D. LONG, 

“Secretary.” 

This effectually disposes of the re- 
ports that Admiral Kautz was re- 
called. The daite is antetedent to the 
publicagjon of the alleged objectionable 
letters, and also to the receipt of the 
news of the admiral’s action with ref- 


erence to the political situation. It has, 


been an ‘open secret tnait the govern- 
ment was very much perturbed over 
the publication in American newspa- 
pers of personal letters received by 
relatives of the admiral, coming as 
they did, at a time when Germany and 
the United States were endeavoring to 
arrange the case of Capt. Coghlan of 
the Raleigh in an amicable’ manner. 
An admonitory telegram was sent to 
Admiral Kautz by the Secretary of 
the Navy, but beyond that no official 
action was taken. ; 
‘ It is true that. tthe government 
thought that Admiral Kautz showed 
little discretion for a man of his years 
and long experience as a naval offi- 
cer in commenting oan the Samoan 
political situation in private letters, 
but it is conceded in his behalf that 
he did not for am instant believe that 
his relatives would violate the con- 
fidence reposed in them, by making 
public these communications. 
There is some _ uncertainty as_ to 
whether the cruiser Newark will be 
sent to Apia to take the place of the 
Philadelphia. The fact that Admira] 
Kautz is to return is sufficient indica- 
tion to the Navy Department that he 
believes that there will be no trouble 


requiring the presence of the United 
States warship in Samoan waters. At 
any rate, no orders for the Newark 
will be sent until the arrival of that 
vessel at Valparaiso. When .Admiral 
Kautz’s dispatch of yesterday was re- 
ceived, it was at first intended to or- 
der the Newark to Apia, but subse- 
quent consideration has convinced the 
Navy Department that it is better to 
wait. 
GLEEFUL GERMANS. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

BERLIN, May 26.—The newspapers 
here are jubilating over what they term 
Admiral Kautz’s “recall.’”’ The Lokal 
Anzeiger says: “This shows anew the 
American government's will to remove 
all obtrusive persons.”

Mataafa Requests Samoan Commis- 
sion to Move Soldiers. 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.} 

NEW YORK, May 26.6—A dispatch to 
the Herald from Apia, Samoa, says that 
Mataafa has written to the commission 
asking permission for himself and 3006 
unarmed supporters to occupy the east-™ 
ern section of Apia near his counsel. He 
requests the withdrawal of the Eng- 
lish and American sailors to their ships 
and the disarming of the Malletoans. 
during the hearing. 

‘H. J. Moors, the American supporter 
of Mataafa, has written a _. protest 
against the conduct of Rear-Admiral 
Kautz. He makes sensational charges 
of a business of a military power to- 
ward cruelty and wanton destruction 
of many boats and villages. 


RICH COPPER DISCOVERY. 


General Freight Agent Gay of the 
Santa Fe Made It. 
{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

DENVER (Colo.,) May 26.—[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] After twenty years’ 
search, F. C. Gay, general freight 
agent of the Santa F% road,.has dis 
covered a copper mine which, experts 
declare, is the phenomenon of the 
Southwest. 

Gay has formed a company, a rude 
mill has been constructed, and the plant 
has got down to business. The result 
is an output at the rate of $40,000 a 
month, and an urgent demand for an 
immediate increase in reduction facil- 
ities. Result No. 2 is that the little 
railway of the region, which has been 
a money-loser ever since it was built 
early in the nineties, is now paying in- 
terest on its bonds. Result No. 3, the 
mine is paid for and the company is on 
velvet. The fine ore runs as high as 60 
per cent. copper, and the average is 15 
per cent. 

The mine is thirty miles west of the 
Nevada Southern, in what is known as 
the old Vanderbilt mining district. 
The copper vein simply dips into the 
side of the mountain, and all that is 
necessary, aS work progresses, is to 
strip off the surface and throw down 
the ore. The ore is conveyed to the bin 
by a tramway. 


EXPLOSION KILLS TWO. 


Mill Accident at Philadelphia Causes 
a Loss of $10,000.

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.} 
‘THE HAGUE, May 26.—[By Atlantic 
Cable.] The Disarmament Committee 
met this morning and Charles M. Ber- 
naert, chief of the Belgian delegation, 
who presided, set forth the points sub- 
mitted for consideration. The two ‘sec- 
tions immediately divided, and pro- 
ceeded to a discussion of the quegtions 
of firearms and explosives, which con- 
tinued till the hour for adjourning. 
The Arbitration Committee met this 


afternoon under the presidency of the . 


chief of the French delegation, M. 
Bourgeois, who was flanked by the 
honorary presidents of the committee, 
Sir Julian Pauncefote, chief of -the 
British delegation, and Count Nigra, 
chief of the Italian delegation, 

M. Bourgeois presented the questions 
of mediation and arbitration, and sug- 
gested a programme that the committee 
might follow, urging recourse to all pa- 
cific means to settle international ques- 
tions before a recourse to war. He sub- 
mitted a long list of possible subjects 
of dispute which might arise between 
nations and yet might find solution in 
arbitration, closing with the more diffi- 
cult problems. He then presented a 
scheme already introduced to the full 
conference by a Russian delegate, @ 
scheme consisting of forty articles. The 
statement of M. Bourgeois was clear 
and concise, commanding the closest 
attention. 

Sir Julian Pauncefote proposed that 
the commi tee should immediately pro- 
ceed, before all else, to consider the 
question of a permanent tribunal of 
arbitration. He did not, however, sub- 
mit any plan, and eventually withdrew 
his motion, in view of the suggestions 
offered by Count Nigra and others, 
who urged the wisdom of following the 
programme of the president, in which 
the question of a permanent tribunal 
follows the general subject of arbitra- 
tion. 

Recognizing that the committee wag 
too large to consider the Russian pro- 
posals, M. Bourgeois appointed the 
following sub-committees: Chevalier 
Descamps-David of the Belgian dele- 
gation; Prof. Asser, Privy Councillor, 
of. the Netherlands delegation; Baron 
Estournelles de Constant of the French 
delegation; Frederick Hollis, secretary 
of the United States delegation; M. 
Lammasch of the Austro-Hungarian 
delegation; Prof. Maartens of the Rus- 
sian delegation; M. F. Odier of the 
Swiss delegation, and Dr. Zorn of the 
University of Konigsberg, represent- 
ing the German delegation. Sir Julian 
Pauncefote and Count Nigra were ap- 
pointed honorary presidents of the sub- 
committees, and M. Bourgeois and M. 
de Staal were empowered to attend 
its meetings. 

Great importance is attached to the 
meetings held today, and to a unani- 
mous acceptance of the general prin- 
ciple of arbitration, 


HIGH-WATER MARK. 


Peace Prospects are Away Up—Sir 
Julian’s Trick, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.} 

LONDON, May 26.—[{By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] The correspondent of the Daily 
Telegraph at The Hague Says: 

“Peace prospects touched high-water 
mark today, when the conference found 
itself face to face with arbitration in a 
practicable and acceptable form and as 
a permanent achievement. This honor 
is mainly due to Sir Julian Pauncefote, 
When the members of the arbitration 
section had finished reading the Rus- 
sian proposals on this subject, Sir Ju- 
lian expressed his complete approval of 
them, but said it would be a great pity 
if the conference failed to embody the 
principle of arbitration in some perma- 
nent stage. 

““T now beg to propose,’ he said, ‘the 
formal establishment of a permanent 
arbitration tribunal, empowered to deal 
with all matters of dispute capable of 
referring to the judgment of an umpire, 
I do not intend to trouble you with de- 
tails as to its mechanism today, nor 
until you accept the principle of my 
proposal. Therefore, I ask you to ac- 
cept the principle now.’ 

“M. de Staal at once declared. ‘Sir 
Julian Pauncefote having presented 
his proposal, we are prepared to sup- 
plement and to complete the printed 


suggestions just distributed by others 


dealing with a permanent arbitration 
board.’ 

“Thereupon, the Russian president of 
the conference drew a paper from his 
pocket and laid it upon the table then 
and there.

NEW YORK, May 26—A dispatch 
to the Herald from Havana says that 
the fight between Gen. Gomez and the 
old Cuban Assembly leaders is, waging 
hotly. Gen. Gomez’s manifesto was 
sent to the soldiers today requesting 
them to return to their homes, and 
was met by a strong manifesto by a 
majority of the Cuban papers, urging 
the soldiers not to accept of any of 
the $3,000,000 offered by the United 
States, but to disband and keep their 
arms. 

A meeting was held this afternoon 
at the home of Gen. Rodriguez and 
attended by officers of the Cuban 
army. Strong anti-American senti- 
ments were expressed. Gomez was 
called “a traitor to-.Cuban liberty” 
and was severely scored for entering 
into the last Htigations which Gen. 
Brooke put forth. His action was 
construed by the speakers as an ef- 
fort to further his own chances of 
aggrandizement. 

y unanimous vote it. was resolved 
to use all means to prevent the sol- 
diers from surrendering their arms, In 
addition to the manifesto, Gen. Rodri- 
guez will send a personal letter to the 
soldiers asking them not to accept 


any money. 

Gen. Brooke today approved the 
Gomez manifesto asking the soldiers 
to disarm. There aré many indica- 
tions, however, that the chiefs will 
carry their point, All Gomez's polit- 
ical enemies are working with them. 
The refusal of the soldiers to accept 
the money and surrender their arms 
would be a crushing blow to Gomez. 
He is using all efforts to prevent it, 
but an intimate friend of his admits 
that a majority of the soldiers will re- 
turn to their homes with their arms 
and without money. . 

The politicians who are opposing Go- 
mez say that the general feels his 
position keenly, and thinks he has 
been treated shamefully by the Cu- 
bans. for whom he fought without a 
thought of recompense. Cuban owners 
of plantations held a meeting tonight 
and voted to urge President McKinley 
to approve the decree originally ap- 
proved by Gen. Brooke, but afterward 
changed on the recommendation of 
Secretary Alger.

PRESIDENT McKINLEY’S ORDERS 
ON THAT SUBJECT. 


Offices of Auditor and Assistant 
Auditors and Treasurer of the 
Island of Cuba and the West 
Indies Created—Secretary of War 
the Home Power. 


fASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, May 26.—President 
McKinley, May 8, issued the following 
executive order not heretofore pub- 
lished, for the government of the isl- 
ands which came under the control of 
the United States government as a re- 
sult of the war with Spain: 

“EXECUTIVE MANSION, 
“Washington, May 8, 1899. 

“By virtue of the authority vested in 
me as the Commander-in+Chief of the 
army and navy of the United States, I 
hereby order and direct that during 
the maintenance of the military gov- 
ernment by the United States in the 
island of Cuba and all islands in the 
West Indies west of the 74th deg. W. 
Long., evacuated by Spain, there are 
hereby created and shall be maintained 
the offices of auditor of the islands; one 
assistant auditor for auditing the ac- 
counts of the department of customs, 
and one assistant auditor for auditing 
the accounts of the department of post- 
offices, who shall be appointed by the 
Secretary of War, and whose duties 
shall be to audit all accounts of the 
islands. 

“There is hereby created and shall 
be maintained the office of treasurer of 
the islands, which shall be filled by the 
appointment thereto of an officer of the 
regular army of the United States, 
The treasurer of the islands shall re- 
ceive and keep all moneys arising from 
the revenues. of the islands; shall dis- 
burse or transfer the same only upon 
warrants issued by the auditor of the 
islands and countersigned by the Gov- 
ernor-General. 

“All rules and instructions necessary 
to oarry into effect the provisions of 
executive orders relating to said isl- 
ands shall be issued by the Secretary 


“WILLIAM! M’KINLEY.” 

Similar orders were issued as to 
Porto Rico and the Philippines, so that 
all the groups are to be identical as 
to government. 

Assistant Secretary Meiklejohn, who 
has charge of insular matters in the 
War Department, conférred with the 
Secretary of the Treasury as to the 
best method of carrying out the order, 
and after careful consideration decided 
that the islands shall be kept autono- 
mous, and that all affairs shall be 
under the direct control of the Gover- 
nor-General. The government of the 


islands, their finances and officers will . 


be wholly under the control of the 
military Go 

otherwise ‘provide. The officials in 
responsible positions will all be army 
officers. 

Mr. Meiklejohn has prepared explicit 
rules and regulations verning the 
islands, and for the dance of the 
officers. These provide that the audi- 
tor and assistant auditors shall examine 
and settle all accounts pertaining to 
the resources, receipts and expendi- 
tures; one assistant auditor to have 
charge of the postal and other customs 
and other moneys. The auditor shall 
issue and sign all warrants for money, 
for the approval of the Governor-Gen- 
eral. All officers who receive money 
are to pay the full amount to the 
treasurer and to send accounts monthly 
to the auditor. Within ten days from 

end of each month, the auditor 
shall forward a complete report to the 
Secretary of War. 

The treasury shall kee 
account of receipts, classifying them as 
customs, postal, internal and miscel- 
laneous. The accounts shall be kept in 
the money of the United States, and 
in foreign coin shall be re- 
du to Vanes States money. The 
treasurer will be required to submit a 
report to the Secretary of War ten 
days after the end of each month. The 
treasurer, who will be an army officer, 
shall give a bond for the faithful per- 
formance of his duties. 

The Governor-General is required to 
make examination quarterly, or oftener 
if deemed expedient, of the books and 
accounts of the auditor and treasurer, 
and take account of money in the 
hands of the treasurer and submit his 
report to the Secretary of War. The 
Governor-General, in passing upon 
requisitions for money, may return the 
same to the auditor, and state what 
changes are necessary to meet his ap-

CUT AT HER HEART. 


BENEDICT BERGMANN KNIFES 
-«;BLIZABETH BREKLY. 


She is Keeper of a Coronado Lodg- 
ing-house and Had Refused to 
Accept Him for Her 
Wedded 


After Stabbing Her He Returns to 
His Room, Cuts His Throat and 
Stabs Himself in Sev- 
eral Places.

[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

SAN DIEGO, May 26.—Coronado was 
the scene of a grewsome double tragedy 
this morning. Benedict Bergmann 
stabbed Miss Biizabeth Brekly, and 
then cut his own throat and stabbed 
himself. As a result of their injuries 
it ig extremely probably that both will 
die. 

The attempted murder and suiside 
was committed in an Orange-avenue 
lodging-house run by Miss Brekly, 
about 3 o’clock this morning. At the 
time of the tragedy there were only 
two lodgers in the house, Bergmann 
and G. B. Miller. 

According to the statement made by 
Miss Brekly to Marshal J. J. Hartu- 
pee of Coronado, Bergmann broke in 
the door leading into her room, rushed 
to her bed, and, throwing the bed- 
clothes from off her, stabbed her in the 
region of the heart. The knife used 
was a pocketknife, and, possibly be- 
lieving Rhat the stab would prove fatal, 
he left the room. Miss Brekly called 
efor help in the hope of arousing Miller, 
but he is hard of hearing, and could 
not be awakened. : 

With almost superhuman effort Miss 
Brekly crawled downstair, and, 
opening the front door, called for help, 
but there was no response. She re- 
turned and succeéded in arousing Mil- 
ler. He lost no time in summoning as- 
sistance. Marshal Hartupee w the 
By this time the un- 
fortunate woman was in a critical con- 
dition, and there was little hope enter- 
tained for her recovery. , 

Mershal Hartupee, going to the room 
occupied by Bergmann, found the door 
locked. He burst it open, and there, on 
his own bed, partly dressed, was Berg- 
mann, with the blood streaming from 
a gash in the left side of his neck, and 
the knife lying by the bedside covered 
with the blood of two human beings. 
Dr. Edwards found that. in addition to 
having cut his throat, Bergmann also 
had stabbed himself in the region of 
the heart. 

To the doctor and marshal, Berg- 
mann said: “I killed Miss Brekly. 
I intended that we must both die, but 
that she must die first.’’ 

Marshal Hartupee arrested him and 
brought him to the County Jail, lying 
on the bottom of a wagon. On the way 
over the bay on the boat, Bergmann 
tore away the dressing from his 
wounds, with the evident intention of 
making sure of his own death, at least. 

Bergmann had demanded yesterday 
that Miss Brekly, who is a woman of 
the highest reputation, 50 years old, 
should marry him, and _ she deter- 
minedly refused to do so, hence his des- 
perate deed. 

The victims were both sinking at 2:30 
p.m., and physicians had about given 
up hopes of saving them.

AGAINST “UNCLE COLLIS.” 


State Supreme Court Upholds Los 
Angeles County Decision. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REVORT.] 

SAN FRANCISCO, May 26.—A deci- 
sion of the Superior Court of Los Ange- 
les county in. two imyportant railroad 
land cases was upheld today by the 
Supreme Court. The Southern Pacific 
_ Railroad Company brought separate 
actions against Frank A. Wood and 
others and Frederick B. Jacks and 
others. 

By an act of Congress of 1866 the rail- 
road company was granted every odd 
section of land lying within ten miles 
of its line, which grant was for the 
purpose of assisting in the building of 
the road. The lands in question in this 
action, now well settled, lie within the 
indemnity limits of the grant to the 
railroad. The defendants claim the 
land under patents issued to them as 
settlers under the land laws of the 
United States. 

To the complaints to oust them from 
the lands the defendants put in a de- 
murrer, explained in the last decision, 
and from which the railroad company 
appealed. The sustaining of the de- 
murrer also sustains the claims of the 
settlers, and as there are no doubt 
many similar cases of settlers within 
the indemnity limits of the company, 
the decision is of no small importance. 


TO DISCUSS GRAIN RATES. 
Railroad Commission Will Hear 
Gen. Ford’s Opinion Friday. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


. SAN FRANCISCO, May 27.—A spe- 
cial meeting of the railroad commis- 
sioners is called for next Friday morn- 
ing, when it is expected that Gen. 
Ford will be ready with a written opin- 
fon whether the 8 per cent. grain rate 
is constitutional. 

At their meeting Friday the com- 
missioners will also finally decide, if 
possible, the question of giving Port 
Costa more favorable rates on grain 
shipments from the San Joaquin coun- 
try than it now enjoys, as compared 
with Stockton, 

Grain rates are now 50 cents per ton 
more to Port Costa than to Stockton. 
The Southern Pacific wants to make 
the differential in favor of Stockton 30 
cents per ton, by reducing raites to 
Port Costa 20 cents per ton, and leav- 
ing the rates to Stockton unchanged. 

The Stockton people complain that 
such a change would greatly injure the 
city’s grain shipping business, and 
permit the Port Costa warehouse-own- 
ers to monopolize the grain business.

Judge Morrow Says Triple Damages 
May Be Secured from Combines,

In March, 1898, Sauret brought suit 
in the United States Circuit Court 
against Chandler. He alleged that the 
coal combine had refused to sell him 
coal at as low a rate as it was selling 
to other retailers, and that he had con- 
sequently been forced to pay $1800 in 
excess of what he should have paid. 
He sued under the terms of the Sher- 
man Anti-trust Act, which provides 
that any individual damaged by a 
trust may recover from any member of 
the trust three times the amount of the 
financial loss. 


FEARS OF PESTILENCE, 


Residents of Dawson Anticipate a 
Seige of Typhoid Fever. 
FASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 

DAWSON, April 15, (via San Fran- 
cisco, May 26.)\—With the return of 
spring to Dawson came renewed fears 
of pestilence and death. Stringent 
sanitary measures are being adopted. 
Health Officer Good has posted public 
notices throughout the town, forbid- 
ding all persons to gather ice or take 
water from the Yukon at any point 
nearer than a mile above the city. 

The Yukon Council is planning a 
System of drainage for the flats, upon 
which the city is situated, and an or- 
dinance has been passed requiring the 
inhabitants to use the utmost care in 
cleaning their premises prior to the 
breaking up of ice in the river.

NEW YORK, May 6:.—The twenty- 
fourth athletic nveeting under the aus-

CABINET ECHOES. 


NEW CIVIL SERVICE ORDER IS 
READILY APPROVED. 

Cuban Matters Receive Considera- 
tion—Six or Seven Vessels Tied 

' Up for Want of a Fiag—Postof- 
fi©ee Franking Privilege Ex- 
cessive. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY RETORT.}- 
WASHINGTON, May 26.—The Cabi- 
net meeting today was devoted to the 
consideration of minor matters. The 
final changes in the civil service were 
approved, and the order will be ready 
for the President’s signature as soon 
as the changes are incorporated into 
the final draft of the document. All 
the members of the Cabinet expressed 
themselves satisfied with it. It is said 
that the order will exempt 4000 of the 
65,000 positions in the classified service. 
The question of Cuban shipping was 
again brought up by Secretary Gage, 
who furnished some data showing that 
the amount of shipping tied up because 
it has no flag to sail under was valued 
at $6,000.000, but it turns out that there 
are only six or seven vessel. These 
vessels could sail under the American 
flag, if they were owned by American 
citizens. The question, with the data 
furnished by the Treasury Department, 
was turned over to the Attorney-Gen- 
eral and Secretary Hay for examina- 
tion and report. 

Postmaster-General Smith brought 
up the question of the franking privi- 
lege in Cuba and Porto Rico. Under 
the old Spanish law, many municipal 
and local officials were entitled to the 
franking privilege, and have been al- 
lowed to exercise it since this govern- 
ment assumed control. The Postmas- 
ter-General read a letter from Maj. 
Rathbone, who is at the head of the 
postal affairs of Cuba, saying that the 
number of persons exercisingathis priv- 
ilege now was excessive, and the ques- 
tion arose as to whether it would not 
be wise to cut the privilege off alto- 
gether. It is largely a question of 
policy, and Postmaster-General Smith 
will ascertain exactly to what extent 
the privilege is exercised, and report 
to the Cabinet before final action is 
determined upon. 


SWAYED THE PARIS. 


But the Leakage Inéreased With 
Attempts to Move Her.

Wer first instructor in 
painting was her father, Raymond 
Bonheur, but she owes her success in 
animal delineation to a constant study 
of living subjects.

Rosa Bonheur came of .a family of 
artists, her father, two brothers and a 
sister all having gained a name and 
fame in the world of art. She was the 
oldest of the four children, and all of 
them, save the youngest, a sistér of 
Rosa, were born tn Bordeaux. Beside 
Rosa they are Auguste, Jules Isadore 
and Juliette. The latter has confined 
her work chiefly to animal painting, 
and has been her sister’s assistant in 
the direction of the School of Design 
for women in Paris. 

From the time that Rosa Bonheur 
made her first contribution to the 
French exhibition, she devoted herself 
to her favorite class of subjects, visit- 
ing stables, shambles and fairs, and 
studying the structure and habits of 
animals under all circumstances. The 
result of this study was a series of pic- 
tures which gave the artist a reputa- 
tion second to that of no artist in her 
special department. Among her most 
famous paintings are “The Horse for 
Sale,” “‘Horses in a Meadow,” “Three 
Musketeers,” “A Drove on the Road,” 
“Farm Labor in Nivernais,” “Cows and 
Sheep in a Hollow Road,” “The Horse 
Fair,” “Deer Crossing an Open Space,” 
and “Bucks in Repose.” “The Horse 
Fair” was a leading attraction at the 
exposition of 1853. The artist worked 
eighteen months on this picture, during 
which time she attended the _ horse 
market in Paris twice a week. She 
sent ten pictures to the Universal Ex- 
position of 1867. 

She became directress of the Free 
School of Design for Girls at Paris in 
1849, but very little of her time was 
given to this work, her sister Juliette 
(Mme. Peyrol) having actual charge of 
the institution. She has tried her hand 
at scupture, as well as painting, and 
in 1848 took a first-class medal for a 
bronze group.

The Los ANGELES TiMES is in favor } 


of the renomination and reélection of 
William McKinley to the Presidency 
of the United States. 

If the national convention of the 
Republican party in 1900 wishes to do 
something to popularize the party and 
its candidates with the voters of the 
United States, it will take action look-

dential succession in 1900 is the in- 
cumbent of that great office goes with- 
out the saying, but if it shall come 
about that the next convention is 
packed, from the speaker's’ stand to 
the back rows in the’ gallery, with 
holders of Federal offices, as has hap- 
pened at other national conventions, 
the election of this great man will be 
placed in jeopardy and the cause of 
Republicanism along with him. 


The official best serves his party 
who best serves the State. A public 
servant who fills his allotted place with 
industry, zeal, ability and integrity; 
the one who makes a brilliant record 
in his administration, advances the 
cause of the political organization to 
which he belongs to a far greater de- 
gree than he can, by any possibility, 
through wire-pulling and log-rolling 
efforts in political conventions.

tion was unanimously adopted which 
voiced in most emphatic terms the 
overwhelming sentiment of Repub- 
licans, which resolution following a 
preamble, was in these words: 

“We therefore declare, as the sense 
of this convention, that no public of- 
ficer, Federal, State, county or city, 
or his deputy, should be allowed to sit 
as a delegate or act as the officer of 
any political convention, or serve on 
any political committee, and that any 
active participation in political man- 
agement should be treated as a viola- 
tion of his official duty to serve faith- 
fully the whole public, irrespective of 
party.” 

The sound wisdom of this _ reso- 
lution owas so manifest in its 
terms, that, as already stated, it was 
adopted without dissent and its pro- 
visions were carried out to the letter 
in the organization and conduct of 
that convention. 

That such a resolution, or one at 
least covering the active participation 
of government officials in national con- 
ventions, would, ‘f adopted, meet with 
the universal favor of the people is a 
patent fact, for the interference and 
offensive activity of such officials in 
conventions of this class has long 
been a public scandal, and one that 
the voters of the country have seen fit 
to rebuke in their own effective way 
at the polls. 

All good and thous- 
ands of loyal Democrats will rejoice 
to see William McKinley nominated 
to succeed himself at the convention 
of the great party of Republicanism 
next summer; but if that nomination 
shall be brought about through the 
packing of the convention with Fed- 
eral appointees—pernicious politicians 
who thus seek to perpetuate their hold 
upon the public purse, directly against 
the wish and will of their chief— 
his cause and that of his party 
will be brought into disfavor 
and disrepute; therefore patriotic par- 
tisans will demand that there be or- 

ganized a convention made up of Re-

publicans from the ranks, leaving the 
office-holders to perform their several 
duties to all the people—services for 
which they are paid by all the people. 
Let the Federal Brigade keep hands 
off if the Republican party is to stand 
with the people as a great patriotic 
organization and not a political ma- 
chine. 

In this way can the best service be 
rendered to the country, the Repub- 
lican party, and the President. 


POUNDING MEN “OF STRAW. 

The Democrats, in bringing up the.

The 
issues will define themselves when the 
time comes, and the pounders of straw 
men will get left, just as they got left | 
in the battle of the ballots four years 
earlier.

NO USE FOR HYPHENATED AMBRICANS. 

Hon. John ‘Ruhm, of Nashville, 
Tenn., is an American of German 
birth, but he declines to be considered 
as a German-American. To be simply 
a plain American is good enough for 
him; he is willing to forego the frills. 

Mr. Ruhm is a close personal friend 
of Dr, Emil Pretorius, one of the most 
blatant of the hyphenated ‘“German- 
Americans,’ and the principal custo- 
dian of the so-called “German-Ameri- 
can’, movement against the adminis- 
tration. But Mr. Ruhm holds princi- 
ples higher than personal friendships, 
and is not at all backward about ex- 
pressing his views on the hyphenated 
American question. In the Nashville 
American, some time ago, Mr. Ruhm 
rave his views on this subject in an. 
article written by request. In the 
course of the article he said: 

“IT consider the movement of a large 
portion of the German-American press 
to bring about a concert of action and 
a unanimity of opinion among Ger- 
man-Americans, as a class, inducing 
them to take sides against the admin- 
istration, as very unfortunate. ‘Ger- 
man-Americans,’ or, rather, Americans 
of German descent or nativity, are and 
should be nothing more nor lees than 
Americans. Nothing mars my ideas 
of patriotism and loyalty so much as 
to hear of a whole class of citizens, in 
a body and as a class, taking sides 
on a question political or religious. 
I have no use for the ‘German-Amer- 
ican,’ the ‘Irish-American,’ the ‘Black- 
American, the ‘Catholic-American,’ 
the ‘Methodist-American,’ the ‘South- 
ern-American,’ the ‘Labor-American,’ 
the ‘Capitalist-American,.’ the ‘Anglo- 
American,’ as distinguished from an 
‘American.’ It tends to degrade citi- 
zenship when any one class of a peo- 
ple unite upon & policy on any one 
question of politics or on a dogma. 

“Holding these views, I regret very 


‘much that the men in control of news- 


papers of America, printed in the Ger- 
man language, should have _ deliber- 
ately united on a campaign of what 
they call ‘anti- -imperialism,’ or ‘anti- 
expansion.’ 

These are brave, loyal, and noble 
words. Every American citizen of 
foreign birth, and every native-born 
American, may well indorse them, and 
bé honored in so doing. Mr. Ruhm 
further said: | 


“Our sons and brothers now in the 
army of occupation in the Philippines 
gladly endure hardships and_ subject 
themselves to dangers as true soldiers 
of the repubiic and true patriots. To 
fire at them from the rear, and to dis- 
courage them and sow dissensions 
among them by telling them that they 
are fighting, not in a righteous cause, 
but as oppressors and tyrants, seems 
to me the cardinal unpardonable sin. 
I am sorry, deeply sorry, that Dr. 
Pretorius differs from me; I regret 
that he should be the leader in a 
movement to rally ‘German-Ameri- 
cans’ as a class around the standard 
emblematical of that sin.”’ 

The New York Sun suggests, with 
a dash and an exclamation point, that 
Dr. Pretorius, Dr. Schurz, and Herr 
Ottendorfer “will regard Mr. Ruhm 
as a traitor—a traitor to the hyphen.”’ 
No doubt of it. But the country 
would be richer in patriotism and 
stronger in common. sense if there 
were more such traitors.

PRESBYTERIAN ASSEMBLY. 


Time Consumed in Discussing When 
Ninteenth Century Ends. 
TARSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. 

MINNEAPOLIS, May 26.—It took 
the General Assembly of the Presbyte- 
to decide today 
when the nineteenth century ends than 
it took to pass the resolution against 
the Mormon Congressman, Roberts, 
and in favor of another anti-nolygamy 
amendment to the national Constitu- 
tion. These resolutions, which repre- 
sent the matured thought of the Pres- 
byterians of the United States, of many 
months’ consideration, so exactly ex- 
pressed the sentiment of every mem- 
ber that they Were adopted without 
even a single supporting spéech. 

As for the end of the nineteenth cen- 
tury, one of the reports spoke of next 
year as the opening of the new cen- 
tury. Upon objection and after a little 
debate, the stated clerk held that next 
year is the Jast of this century. Pres- 
byterians will henceforth get along 
ha this exciting topic of discus- 
sion. 

A mass of routine business was dis- 
posed of at thelafternoon session. Dr. 
John W. Dinsmore, chairman of the . 
standing Committee on Theological | 
Seminaries, turned in an exhaustive 
review of those institutions. The num- 
ber of students in each was’ given as 
follows: Princeton, 206; Auburn, 106; 
Western Seminary, Allegheny, 75; 
Lane, 36: Danville, 22; San Francisco, 
31; Dubuque, 32; Lincoln, 41; Biddle, 
20: Omaha, 24. 

The commissioners closely inspected 
these figures, because they have a 
bearing’on the delicate question of in- 
erease or decrease in the number of 


candidates for the ministry. They 
are deemed satisfactory. The report 
was something of a “roast” for “dude 


ministers,’’ and it was hinted that the 
lives of many theological students are 
too luxurious. Dr. Dinsmore followed 
the report with a speech, in which he 
deplored the tendency of graduates 
to look too intently for soft berths. 

Dr. Charles Herr of the Committee 
on Benevolence wes asked to present 
a supplementary report on the raising 
by the frecdmen’s board of $40,000. He 
stated that, with all duplications, $40,900 
has been received.

ANTI-POLYGAMY DISCUSSION. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REVORT.} 


MINNEAPOLIS, 236.—There 
were many vacant seats in the Pres- 
byterian General Assembly today, 
consequence of a reaction the 
excitement of yesterday’s debate on the 
McGiffert case. 

Afteranexchangeof greetings withthe 
general synod of the Reformed Church 
at Tiffin. O.. a report from the Com- 
mittee on Bills and Overtures was 
read. Indorsement and recommenda- 
tion of the Brotherhood of Andrew 
Philip were recommended. In the mat- 
tre of numerous~. overtures following 
the Peoria overture in favor of chang- 
ing the method of appointing commit- 
tees, it was recommended that a com- 
mittee of four ministers and three 
elders be appointed to consider and re- 
port to the next assemb ly. 

Resolutions against ongressman- 
elect Roberts of Utah in favor of an 
anti-polygamy amendment to the’ na- 
tional constitution was introduced. The 
report of the committee was adopted. 
The Roberts resolutions declare that 
the House of Representatives cannot 
permit Congressman Roberts to have a 
voice in its councils without, in effect, 
sanctioning the practice of polygamy. 
Congress is called upon to promptly ex- 
pel Roberts in accordance with article 
1, Section 5 of the National Constitu- 
tion. 

The assembly calls on the same body 
to amend the National Constitution and 
submit the same to the Legislatures of 
the States, defining legal marriage to 
be monogamous and making polygamy, 
under whatever guise or pretense, a 
crime aainst the United States, pun- 
ishable by severe penalty, including 
disfranchisement and disqualification to 
vote or hold any office of honor under 
the United States or in any State or 
Territory thereof. The _ resolutions 
were adopted. 

The Committee on Sabbath Observ- 
ance offered, and the assembly adopted, 
an additional resolution calling upon 
“all office-bearers and members who 
are employers of labor to exert them- 
selves to reduce the amount of Sab- 
bath labor, and to condemn that policy 
of management which makes it obliga- 
tory upon the laborer to choose be- 
tween dismissal and Sunday labor.”

WHACK THE CANUCKS. 


GOVERNMENT WILL RETALIATE ON 
ALASKAN BOUNDARY QUESTION. 


London Papers Comment on the Dis- 
pute Between This Country and 
Its Northern Neighbor and Eng- 
lish Foreign Office Admits a 
Deadlock. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.} 


WASHINGTON, May 26.—There is 
little doubt that our government is in- 
clined to retaliatory considerations 
against Canada by the discouraging 
results of the negotiations in London 
looking to the clearing of the field for 
the reassembling of the Joint Cana- 
dian Commission. It is gathered that 
the British Foreign Office, which had 
seemed desirous to meet Ambassador 


Choate’s advances in the spirit of 
compromise that promised well, has 
been again informed of Canada’s re- 


fusal to agree to anything less than 
a concession of all their demands, 
which has stopped all progress. 

The Department of State has -‘re- 
ferred to the Treasury Department the 
arrangement of a plan to protect the 
interests of the United States, and a 
decision from Secretary Gage is ex- 
pected very soon. The Treasury De- 
partment has now two courses open, 
both being retaliatory. The first is the 
proposition of an amendment to the 
tariff, largely increasing duties on 
lumber and forest products imported 
into the United States from Canada. 
There is possibly another course. A sec- 
tion of the Dingley act authorizes the 
United States, in cases when countries 
impose an export duty,-to the 
equivalent of such export duty to the 
import on such goods coming to the 
United States. 

The Canadian government is not im- 
posing, in so many words, an export 
duty on logs, but it has prohibited their 
exportation, The question before Sec- 
retary Gage is whether this prohibition 
may not be regarded as in principle 
the same thing as an excessive, and 
therefore prohibitive export tax. If 
this view is found correct, the treasury 
has already at hand measures of re- 
taliation, it seems, in the shape of an 
order prohibiting the importation of 
Canadian logs into the United States, 
which would bear very heavily upon 
2 provinces in Canada, outside of

DEADLOCK IS CONFIRMED. 


English Foreign Office Admits Nego- 
tiations are Tied Up. 
[ASSOCIATED VYRESS DAY REPORT.] 

LONDON, May 26.—[{By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] The Foreign Office officials con- 
firm the statement made by the New 
York correspondent of the London 
Times, to the effect that the negotia- 
tions with the Canadian government on

LONDON PAPERS COMMENT.

The morning papers prominently 
discuss the future of the Anglo-Ameri- 
can commission, with an apparent de- 
sire to pacify both Canada and the 
United States, though strongly disin- 
clined to give the colony any lack of 
moral support. The Daily Chronicle 
says: 

“The whole boundary dispute is small 
but there is much reason to fear that 
the lumber quarrel, the other cause of 
friction, has produced a hasty hostile 
temper between Canada and the United 
States. Both sides appear to be think- 
ing of plural relations. Such a state of 
things is full of evil. As the commis- 
sion affords an opportunity to give and 
take, it is urged that a_ settlement 
should be achieved. 

“Should this fail, and should the 
Nicaragua arrangemernts also fail, a 
very unpleasant reaction might en- 
sue. A return to an unfriendly temper 
between the two branches of the Anglo- 
Saxon race would be a disaster to every 
one, and above all, to Canada herself.” 

CANADA STILL HOPEFUL. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.} 

OTTAWA (Ont.,) May 26.—In the 
House of Commons today the attention 
of the Premier was called to a London 
dispatch published today stating that 
negotiations between Canada and the 
United States’ had come to an end 

Sir Wilfred Laurier replied In words 
very similar to those he used a week 
ago, stating that fair progress was 
made by the commission with all sub- 
jects except Alaskan boundary, and 
that on that the commissioners could 
not agree. 

There is no truth in the story that ne- 
gotiations had been abandoned.

NEW DUTIES ASSUMED BY GOV. 
GAGH’S APPOINTEES. 


N. P. Conrey Chosen Chairman and 
Prof. E. T. Pierce Re-elected for 
a Term of Four Years—Prof. 
Plerce’s Annual Report. 


The new board of directors of. the 
State Normal School in Los Angeles 
met yesterday at the school building 
and organized. The new board con- 
sists of R. H. F. Variel, N. P. Con- 
rey, J. R. Collins, E. J. Lewis and H. 
W. O’Melveney, recently appointed by 
Gov. Gage. Mr. Conrey was elected 
chairman of the board, and Prof. E. 
T. Pierce, principal of the school, was 
elected secretary, without salary, for 
the special duties of the office. The 
bylaws of the preceding board were 
adopted as governing the new board, 
after the members had filed their com- 
missions, 

Prof. Pierce read a long report of 
the work of the Normal schools of this 
State, and of the Los Angeles school 
in particular. Among the _ sopoints 
touched on were ‘the need of technical 
drill work. by teachers and the im- 
provement which is taking place in 
school work, as a result of such drill- 
ing. He siid that not over 10 per 
cent. of the teachers of the country 
have studied with the special view to 
fitting themselves for the profession. 
Of all the teachers in the country, the 
‘average duration of the practice of the 
profession is three years, while of 
normal graduates the duration is. ten 
years. There is a tendency toward 
limiting admission to normal schools 
to graduates of high schools, in some 
States this being a requisite, while in 
this State the percentage of pupils who 
have graduated from high schools is 
constantly increasing, and as a result, 
there is a decreasing percentage of in- 
competency among those who pags the 
examinations for teachers’ for certifi- 
cates. This State requires 1000 new 
teachers each year, and of this number 
the normal schools are able to supply 
but about 400, leaving a considerable 
deficiency to be made up from among 
those who have not studied especially 
to fit them for their duties. The work 
carried on in the school was out- 
lined, it being stated that there is a 
tendency to increase the facilities in 
manual training especially. Several 
anecdotes were told to show the good 
moral influence of the school on the 
attendants. Prof. Pierce took an op- 
timistic view of the work of the school, 
declaring that-all the conditions are 
favorable to make this one of the best 
schools of its class in the world. 

Prof. Pierce was by unanimous vote 
elected principal of the school for a 
term of four years. He has been re- 
ceiving a salary of $3400, and there} 
was some talk of increasing the salary 
to $3600, though this action was not 
thought advisable until the board had 
gained familiarity with the financial 
conditions of the school. 

The annual meeting of the board 
will be held on Saturday, June 10, af 
3 p.m., and on June 22 the school will 
close for. the year. 

The members of the board took oc- 
casion to inspect the building and 
grounds carefully, to familiarize them- 
selves with their new duties. 


FIERY FLUID. 


Paralyzing Effect of Some First- 
street Whisky. 

The potency of some of the stuff sold 
in this city under the name of whisky 
was manifested in the case of H. M. 
Seymour, a gray-haired rancher, who 
came to Los Angeles from Santa Ana 
and “hit the booze” at some of the 
East Firest-street bars. Inside of half 
an hour Seymour was dead to the 
world, and when he woke up he was in 
the City Jail, wondering how he got 
there. When arraigned for drunken- 
ness in the Police Court yesterday aft- 
ernoon, Seymour said he did not know 
whether he had been drunk or not, as 
his memory became a blank after 
drinking some alleged whisky at a 
First-street bar. From the best evi- 
dence obtainable the court decided Sey- 
mour certainly had been drunk. Two 
dollars or two days was the penalty in- 
flicted. Herman Henke was another 
victim of a $2 jag. Pat Harkins and 
Maurice Rucht were fined each, 
while Charles Hart and B. F. Settles 
were given ten days to sober up.

The contract for the erection of the 
‘twelve new engine houses included in 
fhe plan for fire department improve- 
men will not be divided, but will be let 
“a the lowest bidder on all of the 
houses. The contract will probably be 
eet to W. E. Thornton, whose bid for 
the twelve houses was $43,735. ; 

According to the opinion of the City 
Attorney, the City Council has no au- 
thority to suspend the payment by the 
pdlicemen of the city of $2 per month 
to be applied to the police pension fund. 
The Council was willing to suspend this 
payment until salaries are restored to 
their usual figure. 

The Finance Committee today will 
consider what appropriation the city 
will make for the local committee of 
the National Edueational Association 
toward the fund for the entertainment 
of the teachers who will visit the city 
in July. 

The Council has been asked to redywe 
the hours per day during which mem- 
bers of the police force work from 
mine and one-half to eight, and to com- 
pel the police authorities to obey the 
eight-hour law. 

When Dr. Cc. G. Reum disappeared 
from the city about three weeks ago, 
@ mystery enshrouded the case, but in 
the piling up of tradesmen’s accounts 
at least an apparent reason was fur- 
mished for the flitting. When Mrs. 
Reum discovered her husband's where- 
abouts she left the city to join him, her 
household effects were attached, and 
she in turn brought suit against the 
attaching officer to recover possession. 
Frank Newbauer deposited $2800 in a 
local bank in his wife’s name, he, how- 
ever keepin@ the pass book. But since 
then there has been discord, and a di- 
vorce is on the tapis, and the husband 
is seeking to restrain his wife from 
‘drawing upon what is ostensibly her 
own bank account. 

A man named Frank Morton was 
lucky enough to be acquitted by a 
jury in the Township Court of having 
stolen a valuable dog, in face of the 
facts, which strongly told against him. 
The defendant urged that the dog had 
followed him, but all the same in at-

ENGINE-HOUSE BIDS. 


WHE CONTRACT IS NOT TO BE 
DIVIDED. 


Lowest Bid Thrown Out Because of 
an Error—Standing of Contract- 

ore Being Investigated—Police 

i Must Oontinue Pension Pay- 
ments—Appropriation to Be Made 
for Visiting Teachers. 


The contract for the construction of 
dhe twelve new engine-houses soon to 
be built by the city is to be let to 
one bidder, insteal of dividing among 
@ number of biddérs. The bids which 
were opened in the Council at the last 
meeting, were considered yesterday aft- 
ernoon at a joint meeting of the Board 
of Fire Commissioners and Board of 
Public Works. at which Councilman 
Bianchard presided. The first matter 
taken up was whether the contract was 
to be divided, and some of the mem- 
bers of both boards were strongly in 
favor of such a course, until it was 
proven by the bids themselves that to 
@o that would result in an additional 
eost to the city of more than $2000, and 
— such action would not be fair to 

e contractors who had put in low 
bids for the whole contract. That 
point being practically settled, the 
members examined the bids to ascer- 
tain whose was the lowest. The bid of 
S. C. Dodge was the lowest for the 
entire number of new houses, but 
when his name was mentioned, Chair- 
man Blanchard presented a communi- 
cation from Mr. Dodge, in which he 

lared he had made a mistake in 
oting $40,000 as his price. He declared 
he had not included the price of the 
proposed house at Thirty-fourth street 
and Central avenue. For this house he 
' Presented a bid of $2800, making his 
total bid $42,800. In his letter he called 
attention to the fact that in his original 
bid he had not stated within what time 
he would complete the contract. This 
time he fixed in his letter at December 
1, It was evident from the tenor of 
his letter that he was not anxious to 
secure the contract at the figures he 
had quoted. Some of the members 
favored forcing him to make good his 
bid, and pointed to the fact that: he 
sent a certified check for $4000 
ith it. This probably would have been 
Gone but for the failure in his bid to 
’ fix a time limit, and it was considered 
to have the new houses sev- 
ral months earlier than to take ad- 
Vantage of an alleged mistake in a bid. 
The Dodge bid therefore was not con- 
sidered with the others. The next low- 
est bid for all the houses was: that of 
W. EB. Thornton, who agreed to com- 
plete all of them by October 1, for the 
sum of $43,735. This bid was accom- 
panied by a certified check for $4400. 
‘When Thornton's figure was mentioned 
some of the members again urged a 
division of the contract, but it was 
shown them that the aggregate of all 
the lowest bids for the twelve houses 
an e or e single cont 
for all the houses. ad past 

It was suggested that it would be 
well for the boards to look into the 
financial standing and business re- 
sponsibility of the persons making the 
bids. Councilman Pierce said they 
wanted no more such experience as 
the Council has had with the bridge 
contracts. He asserted that, if poss!- 
bie, the Council should have a com- 
emte understanding about the engine- 

Ouse contracts, and he would favor 
the insertion of a penalty clause in 
the contracts pruviding for a loss to 
he contractor for each day that the 


bs 


contracts were Incomplete, after the 
expiration of the time for their com- 
pletion. Others expressed similar 
opinions, and it was decided that it 
would be safer to inquire as to who 
the bidders are, than to recommend 
the award without such knowledge. On 
motion of Commissioner Herron, he 
and Councilman Todd were appointed 
@ committee to make the inquiries and 
to report at another meeting of the 
two boards this afternoon at 2 o'clock. 


WILL GIVE THEM SOMETHING. 


Finance Committee Undecided How 
Much to Giwe the Teachers. 

At the regular meeting of the 

Finance Committee this: morning it is 


probable that a delegation the 
local committee of the National Edu- 


cational Association will appear in the 
interests of the proposition that the 
city appropriate something to assist 
in the entertainment of the teachers 
during their convention in this city. 
The Council received a communication 
from this committee last Monday, in 
which a request for money was made, 
but no amount was stated. It was 
left entirely with the Council to de- 
termine how much of an appropriation 
the city could make, and that matter 
has been left to the Finance Commit- 
tee. 

The present shortage in the city’s 
cash will have but little effect upon 
the matter, as the convention does not 
meet here until after the Ist of July, 
and it will therefore be possible to 
make the appropriations from the funds 
of the new fiscal year. 

The Finance Committee will also 
again consider the proposition to com- 
pel the owners of lodging-houses to pay 
a license to the city. This was sug- 
gested several weeks ago in a com- 
munication to the Council by ithe 
Southern Ca'lifornia Hotel Asscciation, 
and it has been vigorously opposed by 
the lodging-house proprietors. The lat- 
ter have organized for the purpose of 
properly presenting their objections 
fore the Council, and a delegation from 
this organization is expected to appear 
before the Finance Committee this 
morning. 


OVERWORKED POLICEMEN. 


Council’s Attention Called to an Al- 
leged Violation of the Law. 

The attention of the City Conucil has 
been called to an order, under which 
the members of the police department 
are said to be working, which requires 
them to be on duty for nine and one- 
half hours each, day, instead of eight 
hours, as the law provides. The-mat- 
ter was called to the attention of the 
Council nearly two years ago, and for 
a time some attention was paid to it. 
Now the second reminder is given by 
the same person who gave the first one. 
In a letter to the Council he calls at- 
tention to an order of the Chief of 
Police of April 1, which he declares is 
illegal and contrary to the eight-hour 
law, in that it compels policemen to 
work longer than the law provides. He 
also refers to his former efforts in the 
same direction. The communication 
closes with a request that the Council 
compel the Chief of Police and others 
im authority in that department “to 
obey the laws they are appointed to 
enforce.” 


QUESTION OF RENTAL. | 


Board of Education Divided as to 
Moving Ite Quarters. 

A special meeting of the Board of 
Education was held last night for the 
purpose of considering the proposed 
change of location of the rooms of the 
board and the general offices of the 
school departments. When the matter 
was first suggested some time ago, 
several offers of rooms were presented, 
among them a proposition for a suite 
of rooms in the Laughlin Building at 
a rental of $125 per month. Six rooms 
were offered in the Wilcox Block for 
$90 and a similar offer was veceived 
from the agents of the new Bradbury 
Building. At an informal committee 
meeting, held subsequent to the receipt 
of these offers, a vote was taken to 
ascertain the v s of the members, 
and six of the eight present voted to 
accept the Laughlin offer. Although 
this vote was not official, some of the 
members consider that they are mor- 
ally bound by it and that they must ac- 
—_ the Laughlin offer in spite of the 
difference in cost. 

At last night’s meeting President Da-. 
vis surrendered the chair to Mr. Hen- 
dricks and then vigorously opposed 
paying $125 per month for offices when 
equally suitable quarters can be had 
fer $90. He contended that the differ- 
ence, $420 per annum, would pay the 
expenses of a kindergarten depart- 
ment or wquld completely paper a 
school, and therefore the board had 
no right to expend it for rental unrec- 
essarily. Mr. Horton took the same 
view of the matter, but the others were 
disposed to stand by what they consid- 
ered to be a moral obligation. — 

The matter was not acted upon finally 
but, owing to the absence of two mem- 
bers, action was deferred until a spe- 
cial meeting to be held Monday after- 
noon at 5:15 o'clock. 

At the suggestion of Superintendent 
Foshay, permission was granted rep- 
resentatives of the G.A.R. posts to par- 
ticipate in the Memorial day exercises 
in the schools Monday afternoon. Each 
of the G.A.R. posts in the city has ap- 
poined committees for this purpose. 


STREET WORK ORDERED. 


Petitions Considered by the Board 
of Public Works. 

In addition to the protest against the 
opening and widening of a portion of 
Bellevue avenue, the Board of Public 
Works had before it yesterday morning 
a number of petitions for street work, 
most of which the board reported upon 
favorably. The petition of G. F. Lidger- 
wood and others asking that West 
Thirty-sixth street between Main and 
Del Monte be graded, graveled, curbed 
with cement and sidewalked with ce- 
ment, was referred to the City En- 
gineer with instructions to present the 
necessary ordinance of intention. 

In the matter of the proposed ex- 
tending of block D of the Mott tract, 
as petitioned for by Stephens & Steph- 
ens, the board recommended that the 
City Attorney take the necessary steps 
to have the alley extended. The peti- 
tion for the improvement of Naud 
street between Ann and Sotello by 
grading, graveling, etc., was sent to 
the City Engineer for the purpose of 
having the necessary ordinance pre- 
sented. Similar action was taken with 
reference to the proposed complete im- 
provement of Twenty-ninth street be- 
tween V ont and Budlong avenues.

nuisance, the board recommended that 
the petition be filed. 


CAN NOT ESCAPE PAYMENT. 


Policemen Must Pay Their Monthly 
Pension Money. 

The willingness of the City Council 
to suspend the payment by the mem- 
bers of the police force of $2 monthly 
to the credit of the police pension fund, 
during the time that the present reduc- 
tion in salaries is in force, will not 
help the policemen. They must astill 
give up their $2 per month, reduction . 
or no reduction, and no action that the 
City Council can take would make any 
difference in the matter, The pension | 


» 


fund was established by the Legislature 
and the Council has no power to sus- 
pend the operation of the law. The City 
Attorney has so informed the Auditor. 


Compromise Suggemested, 


Those whose property is affected by 
the proposed widening of Bellevue 
avenue, and who have been vigorously 
protesting against the confirmation of 
the report of the commissioners for 
that work, have filed in the clerk’s of- 
fice a proporition for a compromise of 
the trouble. They suggest that the as- 
sessments on all the property be raised 
1 cent in order to raise $1000, and if 
that is not sufficient the railway com- 
pany be assessed for the balance. The 
money so raised, they suggest, be ap- 
plied to the payment of damages to 
those whose property is damaged, and 
about which the protests 
sented. They promise, if this be.done, 
to give the city proper conveyances to 
the property needed for the widening 
of the street. 

The question of confirming the report 
of the commissioners was before the 
Board of Public Works yesterday 
morning, and that body saw no reason 
for changing the position it took two 
weeks ago. It therefore recommended 
that the commissioners’ report, to- 
gether with the plat of assessment for 


the street opening, be approved by the 
Council. 


Sewer Committee Report. 

The Sewer Committee of the Council 
held a short session yesterday. The 
only business before it was the exami- 
nation of bids for the construction of 
a sewer on Clanton street from a point 
15 feet west of the center line 
of San Pedro street to a point 150 feet 
west of Griffith avenue. The bid of 
George Banaz was accepted, his pro- 


posal being for the sewer com lete 
57 cents per lineal foot. 2 7 


Results of Reduction. 

The pay roll of the fire department 
for this month has been filed for the 
consideration of the committees of the 
Council which must examine it. Th 
total amount “called for is $4929.13, 
which is more than $600 lower than 
what this pay roll has called for for a 
long time. The decrease is due to the 
recent reduction in salaries for two 
months by the Council. All other pay 
rolls of the city for this month will 
show a corresponding reduction. 

Petition for Water Service. 

A numerously-signed petition from 
the owners of property along Central 
avenue has been filed in the City 
Clerk’s office, asking that the Council 
laying of a r-inch water 
main along that avenue ¥ - 
first street to Slauson Manag 
tance of nearly two miles. The im- 
provement is for the purpose of giving

Want a Grade Established. 

Property-owners on West Twenty- 
fourth street and Congress avenue as 
far west as Lassell street have peti- 
tioned the City Council to immediately 
cause the grades of those streets to be 
established. This action will be followed 


by proceedings for the complete im- 
provement of the streets. 


For a Change of Grade. 

A petition asking the Council to

“A MYSTERY SOLVED. 


ELECTRIC DOCTOR WHO SKIPPED 
OUT UNDER SPIRITS’ DIRECTIONS, 


Trades People Mourned, bat, When 
the Wife Tried to Leave, the 
Household Goods Were Attached 
to Satisfy a Butcher’s Bill, 


A suit was called up in the Township 
Court yesterday, wherein Constable 
Yonkin was being sued for the restora- 
tion of certain goods, that revived in- 
terest in what appeared on its face to 
be a strange disappearance that  oc- 
curred in this city about three months 
ago. 

At that time Dr. Charles G. Reum 
was carrying on business on Broadway, 
between Second and Third streets, as 
& practitioner making a specialty of 
electric treatment. Suddenly he dis- 
appeared from the city, leaving no 
trace of his whereabouts, and mysti- 
fying his friends, and a smail army of 
trades-people. His wife was pros- 
trated with grief, and the police and 
the daily press gave a good deal of at- 
tention to the mysterious disappearance 
of the electric doctor. The disconsolate 
wife inserted advertisements in the 
papers, in the hope that she would hear 
something of her missing spouse, but 
for the time no light was thrown upon 
the question of Dr. Reum’s where- 
abouts, if he was alive, or the manner 
of his decease, if he was dead. 

Later investigations in connection 
with the suit against Constable Yonkin 
have cleared up the mystery of the 
doctor’s disappearance; certain points 
of the explanation being, however, 
necessarily received with a mental 
reservation. It is stated that after Mrs. 
Reum had exhausted all the avenues 
whereby ordinary information is ob- 
tained, she went to one of those 
mediums who hang out their shingle, 
and in an {fnferior room in an in- 
ferior grade of bo%rding-house, pass 
their hours in “calling spirits from 
the vasty deep,” at $1 per call. This 
spiritualist medium informed the 
seeker after knowledge that the spirit 
forces had taken control of Dr. Reum., 
and that under their direction he had 
gone to Phoenix, Ariz. Necessarily, un- 
der such circumstances, it was under 
spirit direction that the butcher, the 
baker, and the candle-stick maker were 
left to whistle for their bills, and they 
were by no means smail or insignificant 
in their totals. Mrs. Reum must have 
been rejoiced at hearing of her hus- 
band’s whereabouts, for she packed 
her household effects, and leaving di- 
rections that they be shipped to her, 
she took train for Arizona. But in 
the mean time some of the doctor’s 
creditors had got d of what was 
going on, and a certain one named 
Fiscus, a butcher, attached the house- 
hold goods of the Reum family for a 
bill due to him that passed _ the- $100 
mark.’ That suit is still pending, and 
in due time Mrs. Reum brought ac- 
tion against the Constable to recover 
possession of her property or its value. 

By consent the hearing of the case 
went over until Monday, June 5. 


COMMUNITY BANK DEPOSIT. 


F. Newbauer Seeks to Restrain His 
Wife from Drawing Checks. 

Frank Newbauer has brought suit 
against the German-American Savings 
Bank and Mary E. Newbauer, his wife, 
to restrain them from making away 
with $2100 deposited in the bank, which 
he alleges is community property. 

The plaintiff alleges that in January, 
1898, he deposited $2180 in the bank’ in 
the name of Mary E. Newbauer, on the 
agreement that it was to draw 4 per 
cent. interest. Of this amount there is 
now, it is stated, $2100 remaining on de- 
posit. Newbauer avers that he was 


were pre--

given a passbook containing the rules 
of the bank, one of which is to the 
effect that “no payments will be made 
unless this book is presented.”’ He von- 
tends that as the book has been and is 
in his possession, the bank has no right 
to.honor any checks unless he consents 
thereto by presenting the bank book he 
holds.-But the bank, he avers, has in- 
formed him that any check or draft 
of the depositor will be honored, and 
that his wife may be enabled to obtain 
control of the full amount in the bank 

Newbauer alleges that when the de- 
posit was made it was understood be- 
tween his wife and himself that it was 
deposited in trust for him and that at 
any time that he desired to draw out 
all or part of the deposit his wife should 
sign any check or draft he might de- 
sire. But Mrs. Newbauer refuses t. 
acquiesce in this arrangement, and the 
plaintiff avers that as she has lived 
separate from him for some time, he 
}has reason to believe that she is about 
to file an action in divorce, and for a 
division of the community property. 
Meantime he is afraid she will with- 
draw the deposit from the bank and 
remove it and perhaps herself without 
the jurisdiction of the court. In these 
premises he asks that the court make 
an order restraining the bank from 
turning over any of the money to her, 
and Mrs. Newbauer from receiving it. 


CONTRIBUTORY NEGLECT. 


Judge York Holds That J. C. G. 
Michener Cannot Recover. 


In the action begun by J. C. G. 
Michener et al., to recover damages 
from the Southern Pacific Company 


for the death of plaintiff's father, 
which was alleged to have resulted 
from the neglect of the defendant's 
servants, Judge York has held in the 
opinion handed down in the case that 
by reason of the contributory neglect 


of the deceased, the plaintiffs cannot 
recover. 


The deceased entered upon the de- 
fendant’s lands for the purpose of look- 
ing into a manhole in a sewer running 
| through the defendant's lands, and un- 

dér its ruad. Afté¥ l66king in the 
manhole, deceased got up on one of 
defendant’s tracks, upon which de- 
fendant was backing an engine with 
cars attached, for the purpose of 
Switching, all being in full view of 
the deceased, and deceased was walk- 
ing on the track with his back to the 
approaching engine and cars. His 
danger was seen by bystanders, who 
called to, him just before he was 
struck by the engine, when he threw 
up his hands and the efgine ‘struck 
and killed him. 

“I find that defendant, by permitting 
the sewer to be laid under its tracks 
and permitting the construction of a 
manhole between its tracks, licensed 
those in charge of the sewer to go 
upon their lands to operate the man- 
hole,” says the court, “and that de- 
ceased was interested in the proper 
operation of the sewer, and was there- 
fore not a trespasser upon de- 
fendant's premises, while examining 
the operation of the sewer through the 
manhole. To get to the manhole de- 
ceased had to cross defendant's tracks. 
He was licensed to cross defendant’s 
tracks only. He was not licensed to 
walk longitudinally between the rails. 
In crossing defendant’s tracks, he was 
charged with more than ordinary care 
for his safety, because there was more 
than ordinary danger in his position. 
With such care as he was charged 
with, he could have avoided the ac- 
cident. The defendant was, under the 
circumstances, charged with great 
care because of the known use of its 
tracks by pedestrians. 

“The engineer in charge of de- 
fendant’s engine did not see the de- 
ceased upon defendant’s track. He 
could not have seen deceased while 
‘backing his engine within forty feet 
of the engine. | 

“The operation of cars at such a 
piece where th® track cannot be seen 

y the engineer, within forty feet of 
the engine, does not show a proper re- 
gard for human life. A railroad track 
over which many people are accus- 
tomed to pass should be in view of the 
engineer as much as_ possible. The 
position of the plaintiff, however, upon 
defendant’s track was not consistent 
with a proper regard for his own 
safety. is acquaintance with the 
locality and defendant’s method of 
operating the engines and cars charged 
him with notice of his danger. Yet, 
without any apparent cause, he placed 
himself in great peril, and remained 
in peril when he could have easily 
avoided it. His conduct was negligent 
to the degree of recklessness. De- 
fendant’s cars were approaching upon 
the track where he was walking and 
with bells ringing. Two or three 
steps would have placed him beyond 
danger. He was in possession of all 
his faculties. Yet, he remained in his 
perilous position. That his negligence 
contributed proximately to his death 
is so apparent that it would seem that 
no argument could be made in opposi- 
tion to that fact.”’ 

In ordering judgment for the de- 
fendants, the court says it will not 
suffice to maintain the action to es- 
tablish negligence of defendant’s 
servants, unless their acts were willful 
or wanton. The contributory neglect 
of deceased precludes plaintiffs from 
recovering. 


A DEPRECIATED PROPERTY. 


City Lots Sold on Foreclosure for 
Less Than the Mortgage. 

A foreclosure suit that was rather 
oddly robbed of its foreclosure feature 
was begun yesterday by Alexander J. 
McLellan against Will D. Gould and 
Mary L. Gould, his wife. 

It is alleged in the complaint filed in 
the case that on September 24, 1895, the 
defendants made their promissory note 
for $5000, and for the money loaned 
upon it, and to secure the repayment, 
executed a mortgage to twenty-six lots 
in the Woolen Mill tract, and lot 8, 
block 108, Bellevue Terrace tract. But 
it is averred that prior to January 8 
1890, the defendants had borrowed from 
the German Savings and Loan Society 
of San Francisco $11,000, and to secure 
repayment of.that amount had mort- 
gaged all of the property subsequently 
mortgaged to the present plaintiff. On 
January 6, 1896, the German Savings 
and Loan Society instituted an action 
to foreclose, obtained judgmént on No- 
vember 24, 1898, and the property was 
sold by public auction on May 26 of 
this year for less than the amount 
due, viz., $12,079.99. By reason of 
this sale of the property for less than 
the amount of the mortgage, with ac- 
crued interest, the security of the 
plaintiff in the present action has be- 
come valueless, and the present suit 
has been brought to recover $6864, the 
amount of the principal loaned and in- 
terest, and also $250 as attorney’s fees.

PUBLIC CONFIDENCE THE BEST 
CAPITAL. A New York banker tells 

e following story: 
that burst forth in 185% 
was hastened by the failure of the Ohio 
Life and Trust Company, and aggra- 
vated by the questionable policy of the 
city banks allowing interest on- the 
balances of country banks. The position 
taken by the Chemical Bank at the 
time of the panic was in keeping with 
the views entertained by the founders 
of the institution. On the corner-stone 
they had inscribed, ‘Public confidence 


is the best capital,’ henee those en- 
trusted with the management could 
only prove worthy of the confidence | 


reposed in them by being prepared at 
all times for such an emergency, Well 
I remember that day, reaching the 
bank long before the hour of business. 
I waited with anxiety the arrival of the 
president. He walked in as quiet and 
undisturbed as usual. In reply to my 
question, what are we going to do, 
Mr. Jones? he said: ‘We will pay all 
demands on us in gold.’ In a few mo- 
ments the vault was open, and the 
clerks commenced carrying out the 
bags containjng $5000 each of gold. A 
number were divided into smaller bags 
of $1000, $2000, and $3000 each, while 
tills were filled with gold in piles of 
$200, $100 and $50. There was to be ro 
effort to gain time by repeated counting 
of small coin. The balances on the 
ledgers had been struck as gold—ihe 
bilis in circulation amounted. to over 
$400,000. The time for action was near 
at hand. I had noticed an individual 
walking up and own in front of the 
railing and caught the expression, ‘I 
want my money.’ Opening the ‘gate, Il 
said to him, ‘What’s the matter, Mr. 


Blank? His only reply was, ‘Il’ want 
my money.’ ‘What is your balance?’ 
$14,500.’ ‘Well, sir, walk back to the 


end of that passage, sit down and keep 
quiet, and you will be the first one 
paid; but tf you hang tround here creat: 
ing an excitement you will be the last.’ 
At 10 o’clock every inch of room was 
occupied by the anxious crowd. I called 
up Mr. Blank, stepped to one side and 
passed to him three bags. He clutched 
his treasure and then: was afraid to 
leave the building. The work com- 
menced, Mr. McCrosky standing by my 
side watching the proceedings in his 
usual position, with hands behind him 
and softly whistling a favorite Scotch 
air. For an hour or more as soon as the 
demand of one man was met he was 
pushed aside by another in a hurry to 
fill his place. Then an old woman came 
to the front and thrust a handful of 
bills at me. I looked at them and re- 
marked, “These are not bills of this 
bank.’ ‘What’s the matter, Mr. Par- 
sons?’ said Mr. McCrosky. ‘Why, she 
has a lot of bills here of other banks.’ 
‘Oh, give the old lady the gold; if they 
cannot redeem their promises to pay, 
we'll do it for them.’ The remark was 
received with an outburst of applause, 
and many withdrew, satisfied they 
could get their money at any time. A 
noise in the rear caused me to turn and 
inquire of the receiving teller what 
the trouble was. He replied: ‘Mr. Blank 
wants me to take these bags and place 
them in the vault as a special deposit.’ 
‘Tell him to take them home.’ He suc- 
ceeded in getting a cab, and I under- 
stood hired a man with a gun to stand 


guard over them all night. As payments’ 


were made as fast as safety would war- 
rant, and still addition was made to 
the pile of gold close at hand, in less 
than three hours the excitement was 
over. A large part of the gold paid out 
was redepdsited in a day or two. From 
that time on we were kept busy by the 
rush of new business from the cit¥ and 
all parts of the country.” 

There are a few points tn this story 
worthy the attention of business men. 
There are always a lot of hungry ryoli- 
ticic ns In the country who try to mix 
business and party politics. It is bad 
‘business, and worse politics. It was 
before 1896 that business men had 
Jearned that public confidence is the 
best capital. It was before 1873 that pa- 
per was recognized as only a “prom- 
ise to pay.” and that honest. banks 
“paid all demands in gold.” With Amer- 
4iean influence dominant in the Ha- 
waiian Islands and in the Philippines, 
there should be no doubt that this trade 
with China will increase very rapidly.

HOP PROSPECTS. A hop merchant 
tells the Portland Telegram this about 
the growing hop crop: “On the whole I 
am well satisfied with the outlook, both 
from a merchant’s and grower’s point 
of view. This is the situation: Should 
all hop-growing sections of the world be 
equally well favored as Oregon and 
Washington the production of this 
year’s crop might be in excess of what 
is wanted, but I do not look for this, as 
‘my observations for many years leads 
me to the conclusion that when one sec- 
tion is well favored another section suf- 
fers accordingly, either from drought, 
hajl, wind, frost or aphis. The new erop 
will, therefore, come on an almost bare 
market, and I look for prices that will 
recoup the growers for their - past 
losses.”’

STATE OF TRADE. 


Dun’s Weekly Review. 


NEW YORK; May 2¢°-R. C. Dun & Co.’s 
weekly review of trade will say tomorrow 
that there is'¢ome fear that has no other 
source than the habit of fear. Men have 
found for so many years disaster treading 
on the heels of apprehension that they lack 
faith in good things present and to come. 
Every year there is worry about short crops, 
and yet the crops grow larger. The specter 
of monetary trouble haunts men who know 
that the country is strong beyond any need. 
Promoting methods alarm men who are al- 
ready quite aware that is is only needful 


_to put promoted stocks in a class by them- 


selves. But all the time the volume 
business is rising, This week’s payments 
through the chief clearing-houses are 62.1 
per cent. larger than last year, and 68 per 
cent. larger than in 1892. For the month 
thus far the daily average is 57.9 per cent. 
larger than last year, and 66.4 per cent. 
larger than in 1892. Moreover, this week, 
and every other, brings larger wages to 
many, and increased purchasing power, and 
the demand for products is consequently ex- 
panding in all branches of consumption. 
The rise in Bessemer pig iron to $17.65 at 
Pittsburgh, $2 in two weeks in gray forge to 
$15.25, im anthracite No. 1 here to $16.75, 
and in local and southern iron at Chicago 
results Girectly from the fact that supplies 
are for the first time less than the demand. 
Many more furnaces are in haste to begin 
work, some succeeding, but others hindered 
by difficulty of getting prompt supplies of 
ore and fuel. That new orders cal! for less 
work than was done in April or March is 
for the time hidden by engagements of 
nearly all concerns for months ahead. The 
largest and best works are catching up with 
their orders, though much behind, and 
obliged to refuse many, while others are 
It is proof of an aston- 
ishing demand that after nearly five months 
this congestion continues, and the rise in 
prices, including advances of $2 a ton in 
plates and bars, is not forced or unnat- 
ural. Minor metals have followed London 
so long that tin sticks at 25.65 cents, though 
STOCKS large and the demand Is remiark- 
ably poor, and lead at 4.45, though the de- 
mand is slow, while copper weakens to 78% 
cents for lake, British statistics indicating 
a fail of nearly a quarter in consumption 
for four months this year, compared with 
last. The heavy sales of wool, 39,954,000 
pounds at the three chief markets in three 
weeks, against 20,780,300 for the same week 
in 1897, when the disastrous speculation of 
that year began to turn, and 13,212,150 in 
1892, are mostly to speculators, as manu- 
facturers are doing scarcely anything. 
Weeks ago they held that prices were too 
high, even after some decline, for the prices 
at which goods could be sold. But western 
and eastern speculators have settled it that 
the manufacturers will be forced to buy at 
such prices as they may fix, and are taking 
large quantities. The cotton mills have a 
fairly: good demand, after a considerable ad- 
vance in prices of goods, and are producing 
largely. The matter has been steady at 
64c, with no ground to expect much change, 
and the best reports indicate a decrease in 
acreage of 4 per cent. -Wheat advanced 2 
cents, but lost nearly all the gain on Fri- 
day. Western receipts have fallen to about 
half of last year’s, and exports in four 
weeks from Atlantic and Pacific ports have 
been ,590, bushels, flour included, 
against 13,691,882 bushels last year, while 
from Northern lake ports 7,926,037 bushels 
have gone out this year. But men forget 
that foreign demand, if not as large ab it 
was last year, with famine impending, is 
much larger than in the same weeks of 1897, 
when wheat exports were only 5,704,334 bush- 
els, and also forget that the Leiter specu- 
lation caused a wholly unnatural May 
movement last year, for the western re- 
ceipts in the past four weeks, 9,280,465 bush- 
els, compared with 19,206,255 last year, but 
9,961,570 in the same weeks of 1897, and re- 
serves in that year were not especially re- 
duced, but closed quite large enough. Fail- 
ures for the week have been 142 in the 
United States, against 245 last year, and 16 
in Canada, against 21 last year.

Bradstreet’s Review. 


NEW YORK, May 26.—Bradstreet’s tomor- 
row will say that favorable features of cur- 
rent trade still, as for a long time past, 
largely outnumber those of an _ opposite 
character. Wholesale distribution is nat- 
urally less active as the season advances, 
but comparisons. with last. year- are «stil! 
very satisfactory. Much is hoped for from 
better weather conditions, stimulating retail 
trade hitherto held in cheok by the back- 
ward spring season. Industrial activity is 
widespread, and the prices of most staples 
are either very firm or tending upward, 
except in the cases of products affected by 
weather conditions. That often relied upon 
barometer 4 general business conditions, 
the iron and steel trade, reports increas- 
ing rather than lessening activity, notwith- 
standing the approach of warm weather, 
while in some lines, in fact, the situation 
is becoming rather excited. he pressure 
of sumptive demand really seems likely 
to with entirely or sherten 
very appreciably the summer shut-down 
peri “eature n this trade are very 
heavy’ BtVing rominent interests in 
the Central \West, advannee in prices of al: 

ades of pig fron, and many varieties of 
the more finished product, and predictions 
of still higher prices to come, coupled with 
denials by leading interests of the corner 
in the market for crude pig. Indications are 
that the volume of business now being done 
or offered is far in advance of al! previous 
records. Export trade is feeling the check, 
due not entirely to advancing prices, how- 
ever, but to actual inability te take new 
business at any price. The market for 
manufactures of cotton is a good second to 
that of iron and steel, strength being a 
feature in nearly all the branches, and a 
number of advancés being registered for 
the week. The raw product, however, re- 
flects little of this strength, though the ad- 
vance in finished products may be taken to 
have offset slightly improved ,crop_ cond'- 
tions, a result of needed rains. Woo! is 
rather less active, so far as new business is 
concerned, ULdt reflects recent heavy specu- 
lative buying and relatively higher prices 
at interior points than at the seaboard in 


firm quotations. The demand for lumber 


and building materials generally continues 
ynahated, and there is talk of Brick manu- 
facturers following examples s¢t by other 
trades, and combining to regulate the out- 
put. Raw sugar is firm, and the opening of 
the fruit season gives confklence in steady 
prices for the refined article. Boots and 
shoes hold recent advances, and hides and 
leather are firm in sympathy. The trade 
situation is, however, not entirely without 
its drawbacks. Reports from winter wheat 
become increasingly unfavorable, conserva- 
tive estimates pointing to 100,000,000 bushe's 
smaller cropp-owing to “Insect damage, and 
near futures are higher on the week. Ex- 
port trade in several lines is smadler than 
of late, partly on a jess urgent demand for 
our food supplies, and partly to smaller 
shipments of manufactured goods. Wheat, 
including flour, shipments for the week ag- 
Sregate 3,198,319 bushels, against 2,212,206 
bushels last week, 4.309.133 bushels in the 
corresponding week of 1898; 2,081,326 bush- 
els in 1897; 2,064,950 bushels in 1896, and 
2,426,677 bushels in 1895. Since July 1, this 
season, the exports of wheat aggregate 208,- 
469,373 bushels, against 210,896,978 bushels 
last year. Business failures for the week 
number 158, as against 168 last week, 231 in 
this week a year ago, 257 in 1897, 227 in 
1896 ; and 183 in 1895.

Bradstreet’: review of the’stock market 
tomorrow will say that a dull and heavy 


week, Support was given to the share mar- 
ket by large financial interests, but this 
manipulation was not sufficient to overcome 
the effects of the liquidation of public spec- 
ulative holdings. Industrial stochjs were 
particularly affected by this tendency, and 
on Wednesday the declines in a number of 
the newer securities of that class became 
rather pronounced, ng encouraged bear 
operators to attack e general list. The 
strength of the railway bond market was a 
feature, but neither that nor the steadiness 
of some of the prime dividend-paying rail- 
road shares seemed to have any effect on 
stocks, in which quotations have been in- 
flated, or which are widely distributed 
among the speculative public. Thursday, 
however, the market rallied, and the bear 
interests covered short contracts sufficient 
to cause some of the earlier declines to be 
regained. The fact that the Stock Ex- 
change market will be closed Monday, as 
well as for the legal holiday of the succeed- 
ing day, tended to induce caution on the 
part o the newly-formed short interest 
among the professionals, and the support 
given by powerful houses to various special- 
ties also seemed to have some weight. An- 
other circumstance which appeared to con- 
tribute to this end was the passage at the 
extra session of the New York Legislature 
of the amended franchise-tax law. The un- 
favorable reports as to crop conditions were 
used with some effect on the grangers and 
southwestern stocks, but it was noticed that 
the groups in question participated in 
Thursday’s recovery, in the face of a fur- 
ther advance in the price of wheat, and 
Friday Atchison preferred was conspicuously 
and exceptionally strong. Little apparent 


the completion of payments Monday for the 
balance of the Amalgamated Copper sub- 
scriptions, with hardiy a_ ripple in the 
money market, although Tuesday the bal- 
ances at the New York clearinghouse, 
amounting to over $19,000,000 were the larz- 
est on record.

NEW YORK MARKETS. 


Shares and Money. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.} 

NDW YORK, May 26.—The market opened 
with a continuance of the upward move- 
ment which was in force yesterday. Yes- 
terday’s sharp advance brought in a mod- 
erate volume of buying orders to the com- 
mission houses, which were put in at the 
opening. There seems to have been consid- 
erable enthusiasm awakened in the Ameri- 
can department of the London market by 
the same cause. The international stocks 
were bid up there before the opening here, 
and the arbitrage brokers promptly bid them 
up to a parity here. It soon became ap- 
parent, however, that the bull party was no 
more prepared to make extensive commit- 
ments on the eve of a holiday than the 
bears, and the activity soon came to a 
standstill. The feverish and erratic tendency 
of Consolidated Gas helped to unsettle the 
markets. Its sudden drop was supposed by 
outsiders to indicate some new possibility 
in the franchise-tax laws, and other stocks 
in the same group fell away in sympathy. 
When the announcement was made of the 
action of the gas directors in reducing the 
quarterly dividend rate from 2 per cent. 
to 1% per cent., there was some recovery in 
stocks of other New York municipal! corpo- 
rations. As a rule the prominent high- 
priced specialties were weak. Sugar was a 
conspicuous sufferer on account of the re- 
duction in the price of cube sugar, which 
presaged another stage of a war of sugar 
producers, and effectually demolished the 
recently current reports of an agreement 
upon which the stocks had advanced. The 
extreme -decline in Gas gas 10 points, and 
it closed only a % above that. Sugar lost 
6 points, but rallied 3 and closed with a 
net loss of 3 Both American and Conti- 
nental Tobacco, American Steel and Wire, 
Anaconda and American Smelting were 
points of weakness. Manhattan, Brooklyn 
Transit and Metropolitan Street Railway 
recovered a large part of their losses. When 
the selling movement had spent its force 
in the afternoon buying orders appeared for 
Atchison preferred and St. Paul, which will 


be paid out for the most part on a few 
slight losses in the railroad list. The mar-

The market 
for bonds continued relatively more active 
and strongér than that for stocks, a num- 
ber of new high-record prices being made.

Lynn of Long Beach is acting as organist. 
At the opening session prayer was offered 
by Rev. Charles Stevens, pastor of the Pres- 
byterian Church of Long Beach, and an ad- 
dress of welcome was delivered by Rev. A. 
W. Adkinson, pastor of the Long Beach 
Methodist Church. He spoke of the Sunday- 
school as one of the greatest factors in the 
world’s religious progress, and said that the 
Bible, to the study of which the Sunday- 
school is devoted, will stand all the ry A 
it can receive. 

In responding to the welcome Acting Pres- 
ident Rice spoke briefly of the plans for the 
sessions. vocal duet was rendered by 
Miss Alberta Pike and Mrs. ynn. 
Rev. Hugh K. Walker of Los Angeles de- 
livered an address on ‘“‘Loyalty to the Bible.” 
He declared that religion is at the bottom 
of all questions, and said that the books 
which have the greatest sales are religious 
books, or books touching religious subjects. 
The Bible is the basis of all true religion, 
and loyalty to that book should be a popu- 
lar characteristic. It has been determined by 
the Sunday-school that there shal! be lib- 
erty in non-essential matters of belief. 

This morning’s meeting was opened with 
& praise service conducted by Rey. EB. T. 
Lockard of San Fernando, C. H. Parsons 
of Pasadena made a speech on ‘“‘What Are 
We Here For?” He gave the replies which 
he beliéved that the model superintendent, 
teachers, secretaries and other officers of a 
Sunday-school would give to that question. 

An Ideal Sunday-school’’ was the subject 
of a paper read by Dr. L. D. Swartwout. 
Among other things, he spoke of the need 
of having the pupils provided with Bibles. 
In the subsequent discussion of the matters 
treated in the paper, that point develo 
an animated debate. One delegate thought 
each pupil should have a Bible and carr 
with him to and from ey cee ev. 
Dr. R. 8. Cantine of Los Angeles replied 
with the argument that if he were entertain- 
ing a friend at dinner he would not expect 
the friend to bring with him the dishes and 
knives and forks to eat with. To this Prof. 
0. P. Phillips of University said that he 
had frequently seen boys go directly from 
Sunday-school to the Agricultural Park 
coursing matches, and he thought that if 
they carried Bibles in their hands they 
would not be so likely to do so. 

Cc. C. Chapman of Los pages read a 

aper on “The Value of Sunday-school 

ork to the Church.’’ In a kindly tone he 
inquired why there should be the need of 
the W.C.T.U. and the Salvation Army. He 
looked upon the lines of effort pursued by 
those organizations as Ow ee the functions 
of the church. He said the trouble is that 
the church has been content to sit in idle- 
ness while the needs which have led to'the 
formation of those societies have existed. 
He said there is much to be commended in 
the Christian Endeavor, the Epworth League 
and the Baptist Young People’s Union, but 
in the popularity which has attended them 
there is a danger. Thore organizations, 
splendid as they are, are liable to be classed 
as the church, or as a substitute for it. In 
conclusion the speaker referred to the Sun- 
day-school as of the greatest real value as 
an auxiliary to the church. 

“Educational Phases of Sunday-school 
Work" was the topic of a speech by Prof. 
E. R. Hieronymous of Pasadena, superin- 
tendent of university txtenBion work in 
Southern California. He gave a number of 
anecdotes applicable to his subject, and said 
that a great deal of harm has been done 
by wrong kinds of Sunday-school literature. 
The lesson papers and helps, he said, should 
be written and edited by those who know 
what they are writing about, and who know 
what the effect of the printed word will be. 

George H. rindley, missionary for the 
American Sunday-school Union for Califor- 
nia, told of his experience in founding non- 
denominational Sunday-schoolsin the sparse- 
ly-settled districts. He said the results in 
numerous instances had been surprisingly 
gratifying, and, when the opportunities were 
considered, would compare very favorably 
with city Sunday-schools. 

At the opening of the afternoon session 
there wasa songand praise service led by 
J. H. Williams of Los Angeles. Miss Belle 
Duncan read a paper on “The Preparation 
of tho Lesson for Teaching.’’ Mrs. J. D. 
Burch of Los Angeles presented a contribu- 
tion on “‘How to keep Young Men in the 
Sunday-school.’

ORANGE COUNTY. 


Santa Ana Proposes to Check Waste 
of Water. 

SANTA ANA, May 26.—[Regular Corre- 
spondence.] The proposed purchase of 400 
water meters for uge in this city will prob- 
ably come up at the meeting of the City 
Trustees next Monday evening for final 
action. It is estimated that the meters 
will cost the city about $6000. It is proposed 
to place the meters wherever it is believed 
the consumer is getting and using more 
water than he ought to have for the amount 
of his monthly water rental, and to charge 
his 10 cents per 1000 gallons for all that he 
uses. The City Clerk contends that the 
city is losing $350 per month under the pres-

Mr. Townsend got the first strike 
and lost his fish. A few seconds later a tuna 
went into the air and was hooked by Mr. 
Holder, who brought it to gaff in a little over 
half an hour, after a hard fight, in whieh the 
boat was towed stern first about two miles, 
the launch standing by or following when the 
fish was 
just as the anglers were raising a cheer it 
made a tremendous leap and tipped the boat 
over. Gardner hung onto the fish, that was 
struggling violently, and they 


gaffed and hauled into the boat, and}.

The boat sank at 
once under them, the stern, on which Mr. 
Holder sat, going down first and completely

Mr. Holder 
and Mr. Bassett got a hold on the fish and 
hauled it In, and finally got Jim in. - All this 
time Mr. Townsend was lying coolly on the 
bottom of the overturned boat, watching the 
proceedings and refusing to allow them to help

ECHO PARK EXTENSION. 


Citizens Endeavoring to Place the 
Park on a Boulevard. 

The citizens in the neighborhood of 
Echo Park have undertaken a work
